Now, assuredly, those who enjoy 
straining at gnats may be able, 
to their own satisfaction at least, 
to see here a great difference. A 
republic is a nation in which the 
power rests in those who are en- 
titled to vote and in which that 
power is exercised by elected rep- 
resentatives. A democracy is gov- 
ernment by the people, either di- 
rectly or through elected repre- 
sentatives. 


A good many of those who write 
so furiously about. the republic 
concept, do so in discussing civil 
rights bills. They seem to be argu- 
ing such bills are uot possible in 
a republic. This is, on its face, 
the sheerest nonsense. Again, we 
come back to the definition of a 
republic and a democracy. 


The power of the people to de- 
termine what they want done is 
positive in both. 


Plainly, and quite inescapably, 
a republic may extend the pro- 
cesses of democracy. 


Republic 


A republic may make itself 
more democratic by bringing 
more people to the ballot—or 
less democratic by restricting 
them. The fact that the United 
States currently is seeking to 
see to it that the right of qualified 
Negro voters to use the ballot is 
not restricted by Alabama and 
other Southern states assuredly 
has nothing to do with whether 
we are a republic or a democracy. 


The United States is quite obvi- 
ously a republic carrying out 
the powers of a republic to ex- 
tend democracy (rule by the peo- 
ple) to more of its qualified 
citizens. 


So, where are we? 


We obviously get nowhere inso- 
far as the contending fanatics 
are concerned. They will be 
neither convinced nor mollified. 
But, for the patient, pedestrian 
citizen, who pays his taxes and 
loves his country, the controversy 
about a republic and a democracy 
is an exercise for bubble heads. 


He is a citizen of a republic 
which can extend the benefits of 
democracy. He may not always 
agree, but he prefers it to totali- 
tarianism. 


In fact, this might well be the 
punch line, or the definitive defi- 
nition. A republic is a nation with 
a flexible form of government 
which may be changed by the 
will of the voters. They may ex- 
pand or restrict the rights of the 
citizen. For about 100 years they

To knd Milk Unit

Acting swiftly and without dissenting vote the 
House committee on agriculture Monday recommended 
passage of a bill which would transfer the Georgia Milk 
Commission to the Department of Agriculture. 


The’ action came after a throng 
of dairy farmers, estimated at 
more than 600, jammed a public 
hearing and vociferously cheered 
and applauded the bill and booed 
its opponents, among whom was 
Charlie Duncan, present director 
of the Georgia Milk Commission. 


Shortly before the hearing rep- 
resentatives of the milk produc- 
ers and the milk distributors 
themselves announced that they 
were in agreement on the bill if 
it were amended to give the milk 
industry the right to name all 
the members of the board except 
one, instead of allowing the com- 
missioner of agriculture to appoint 
them all. 


However, the agriculture com- 
mittee, headed by Rep. William 
L. Lanier, of Candler, one of the 
authors of the bill, did not con- 
sider the compromise amend- 
ment. 


“The Amendment is not in writ- 
ing and as far as I’m concerned 
it is not in existence,’’ Rep. La- 
nier said. “I recommend that 
we pass the bill out now and 
amend it when it gets to the 
floor of the House. The authors 
and co-authors will then have a 
righ. to offer a substitute bill.”’ 


Under terms of the proposed 
amendment the milk producers 
would appoint two members of the 
board, the milk distributors two, 
milk coperatives one, retail deal- 
ers one, and the governor would 
name the consumer member of 
the board.

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These Road Bills 


Are Unreasonable 


The rural roads dilemma left by the 
Griffin administration will haunt Geor- 
gia for years to come. 

Not only is there the problem of pay- 
ing off the bonded indebtedness in- 
curred but there also is the matter of 
maintenance. 

Many of these hastily built roads al- 
ready are in bad need of repair. As Rep. 
Culver Kidd, a Baldwin County commis- 
sioner, pointed out yesterday, these roads 
won't last as long as the bonds which 
were issued to finance them unless main- 
tenance is supplied by someone. 

However, his proposed bill to shift the 
burden to the state is unrealistic. It 
would be a financial impossibility for the 
state, hard-pressed as it is to make ends 
meet, to take on rural road maintenance. 
The latter was a county responsibility at 
the outset and remains so. 

Everyone, including this newspaper, is 
in favor of an adequate system of rural 
roads. But once again we are reminded 
that it is far wiser in the long run to 
build them on a pay-as-you-go basis; that 
they should be built on the basis of need 
rather than political expediency and that 
the ability and willingness of local gov- 
ernments to provide maintenance should 
be taken into consideration in advance. 


Rep. Kidd has still another proposed 
bill pertaining to roads. It would create 
a “constitutional” highway board. Its 
members would have staggered terms, one 
as long as 12 years. 

There is obvious danger in such an 
arrangement. Imagine the state peing 
saddled for 12 years with a board mem- 
ber who is inept, is a political opportu- 
nist or for some other reason is unfit to 
serve! It’s bad enough to have men of 
such caliber even for a short term of of- 
fice—and Georgia has had its share of 
them from time to time—without pro- 
longing the ordeal. 

‘Highway Board Chairman Jim Gillis, 
who is doing an excéllent job of reor- 
ganizing the department, is quite right 
in opposing both of Rep. Kidd's proposals.

School Study Report 
Leaves Many Questions 


While making no recommendations, 
the Fulton County Education Commis- 
sion has issued a preliminary report 
which on the surface indicated a merger 
of Atlanta and Fulton school systems 
would be a costly undertaking—especially 
at the outset. 

And effects of consolidation would 
mean added expenses of hundreds of 
thousands of dollars plus loss cf nearly 
100 thousand dollars in state and federal 
funds. 

While not yet clear whether consolida- 
tion might prove practical, increase effi- 
ciency and lessen costs in the long run, 
it does appear definite that such would 
not be the case in initial stages. In other 
words, the report does not make clear 
whether there would be any advantage at 
all to be gained from consolidation of the 
two systems. 

Any long-range advantages would 
come about by reduction in per-pupil 
costs, as has been proved in other 
systems. In other words, consolidation of 
smaller schools into larger units would 
result in less cost in the long run. 

‘The local study is interesting and in- 
structive. We hope it finally is resolved 
into definite recommendations for mov- 
ing toward one system. While the initial 
move might be costly, we cannot escape 
the thought that eventually it would re- 
sult in savings, greater efficiency and 
better instruction. 

Unless these objectives are attainable, 
however, the present system should be 
retained until such time as they are. In 
the meantime, the study commission is 
doing a workmanlike job.

Ike’s ‘Balanced Budget’ 
Is Biggest in History 


Closer examination of President Ei- 
senhower’s “balanced budget” shows that 
major slashes have been made from the 
national security program. 

More than 300 million dollars, for in- 
stance, has been trimmed from defense, 
atomic energy, stockpiling and foreign 
military aid, even though these security 
programs require 59 per cent of the total 
77-million-dollar package. 

The defense budget, in fact, repre- 
senis an increase of one-fourth of 1 rer 
eent over last year—not enough to cover 
the rise in costs. 

There is little reduction in nondefense 
spending. Interest on the national debt 
has increased from 6% billion in 1954 to 
8 billion today. In the over-all nonsecurity 
sector, including interest, veterans bene- 
fits; farm subsidies, welfare outlays, etc. 
—spending has jumped an astounding 50 
per cent since 1954. a 

However else it may be described, the 


77 billion budget is the largest in the na- 
tion’s peacetime history. 

Competition in the cold war and the 
necessity of trying to prevent a hot war 
mean even bigger budget outlays in the 
future. If we can contain inflation while 
permitting normal growth of the econ- 
omy, the country can take it in stride. It 
can do nothing else.

Waged on Corruption 


Conviction of W. W. Coleman, former 
sales tax consultant for the state, is the 
first such event in the long record of ex- 
posures of wrongdoing in state govern- 
ment under the past administration. 

The jury voted after a full confession 
by Coleman’s former boss, Joseph W. 
Ray, who admitted an amazing number of 
tax settlements in which cash was re- 
ceived without proper remittance being 
made to the state. 

No one, of course, will ever know the 
total extent of the shenanigans in the 
Revenue Department during the past four 
years. Joe Ray’s admissions are enough to 
sicken the heart of every citizen who has 
tried to be honest in his dealings with 
the state. 

Too much credit cannot be given the 
Fulton solicitor’s office and Special In- 
vestigator Paul Cadenhead. While their 
efforts have been hampered by legal tech- 
nicalities, they have developed enough in- 
formation for it to serve as a guide to 
the General Assembly and the Vandiver 
administration in trying to close loopholes 
through which thieves have flourished. 

The “Honesty” package which the As- 
sembly is adopting is said to be one of 
the most stringent in the land. But let 
it be noted that cynical violations of trust 
seldom in history have reached such pro- 
portions in any state. Each of the parts 
of the package honesty bill was an an- 
swer to known flagrant violations of es- 
tablished rules. 

The pattern of corruption which the 
present administration seeks to correct 
must make every Georgian retch. It must 
also make him a bit thoughtful. After all, 
the citizens voted for what they got. 

Again we have faced a fundamental 
for success of a democracy and a repub- 
lic. Either we have a government of laws 
or we have a government of men. The 
latter again has failed as it has always 
failed. 

Until such time as state courts are 
willing to take action to convict officials 
of wrongdoing, there will be more of the 
same.

fects. Jim Chism 
Jr., editor of the 
Pelham Journal, 


which have earned him the right 
to be ‘‘Guest Columnist’’ today. 
Says Jim: 

“‘A few minutes ago I noticed 
a young woman dismount from a 
parked automobile and make her 
way into one of the store build- 
ings. This lady walked with a no- 
ticeable limp. It appeared to me 
that each step must have been a 
painful one. 

“The woman with the limp was 
a grim reminder of those black, 
sorrowful days back in 1936 when 
Mitchell County was plagued by 
an epidemic of polio. The one who 
just hobbled by my office was a 
victim of that epidemic. 

*“‘Many children throughout the 
county fell to the sick bed in the 
path of the disease which medical 
men knew so little about. Some of 
those children survived, others did 
not. 

“Those who did pull through 
have maimed and twisted bodies 
as evidence that the stuff we call 
poliomyelitis is real. It ran a 
stampeding rampage over our 
county some 23 years ago, strik- 
ing down innocent children, clos- 
ing our schools and other public 
places and we were helpless. 

“There were skeptics who shook 
from fright, shouting that this was 
one enemy to the human body 
which would never be conquered, 

“Most of us kept on giving our 
dimes and dollars — giving with 
a hope that some day our money 
and the brains of the men of sci- 
ence would come up with an an- 
swer. We gave generously and 
cheerfully — we gave with a faith 
that out there in the future some- 
where, someone would discover 
the formula that would curb the 
menace forever. 

“We have seen it come to pass. 
The thing that a lot of people 
said couldn't be done—happened 
because of you and your dollars. 

“Today the dimes are still 
marching — there are scores of 
men and women in our town and 
county giving of their time and 
effort to keep the funds coming 
in so that further research can be 
made, not only with polio but with 
other children’s diseases. . 

“During the past quarter cen- 
tury you have donated a lot of 
money to the cause of fighting a 
disease that so long baffled the 
doctors. It was an investment, the 
best investment you ever made— 
for who can tell, the investment 
may prevent your little girl from 

_ growing into womanhood with a 
terrible limp.’

‘Old Doctor’ Biddle aS 


Speaks on Russia gre 


Five days after Pearl Harbor, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, a man of high courage and ebullient 


spirit in the face of adversity, sent an amiable 


memorandum to Ambassador Anthony J. Drexel Biddle in London. ° 


“Dear Tony,” he wrote, “I mentioned your name to a caller, today, 


saying ‘Ambassador Biddle.’ 

“He said, ‘You mean old Doctor 
Biddle? He has about a dozen 
well-known patients whom he has 
to visit every day, hold their 
hands, look at their tongues, take 
their pulse. He must be a re- 
markable doctor because they all 
have different diseases and he 
pleases them all.’ 

“From now on,” F.D.R. added, 
“You are designated as ‘old Dr. 
Biddle, the family friend’.”’ 

The caller at the White House 
had reference to the fact that 
Biddle at that time was serving 
as ambassador to a_ half-dozen 
governments in exile—the Poles, 
Belgians, Dutch, Norwegians, 
Yugoslavs, Czechs and Luxem- 
bourgers—all of whom had been 
overrun by the Nazis. 

For his services to them in 
their agony, he was decorated by 
them all. 

Still playing the role of the old 
doctor, Brig. Gen. Anthony Joseph 
Drexel Biddle will speak in At- 
lanta tonight at the organization 
meeting of the Hub of the South 
Chapter of the Association of the 
U.S. Army. He will speak on the 
subject: ‘Realistic Considerations 
in Our Search for Peace,’’ a mat- 
ter which has occupied his mind 
ever since 1935 when, after a 
handsome compaign contribution, 
he was appointed Roosevelt's am- 
bassador to Norway.

Psychology Shares 


Goals of Religion 


Many Christians feel psychology is basically 
un-Christian and that psychologists are invading 
the strongholds of faith with a strange and 


self mainly as an_ international 
playboy and socialite. He had 
been the court tennis champion 
of France, and from his father, 
who for a while fought in the 
Army under the name of Tim 
O'Biddle, had inherited an inter- 
est in boxing. 

Biddle as an ambassador, how- 
ever, turned out to be one of the 
most able and savvy of our pre- 
war diplomats, calling the turn 
on Germany's intentions and, ag 
ambassador to Poland, staying 
until the blitz of Warsaw de- 
stroyed his villa with its magnifi- 
cent art treasures. He followed 
the Polish government into exile, 
first into France and later to 
England, where he took on the 
added duties, at no added salary, 
of ambassador to all the exiled 
governments. 

Later he resigned from the dip- 
lomatic service to take a com- 
mission in the Army. He served 
as Ike's liaison officer during the 
planning for the Normany inva- 
sion. 

After the war he was deputy 
chief of stalf of SHAPE, charged 
with keeping our NATO allies 
happy. 

Still as suave and elegantly tail- 
ored as in 1941, when he was 
named one of the world’s 10 best 
dressed men, the soldier-diplomat

This, I think, represents a misrepresentation and a 
misunderstanding of the field of psychology or at least an emphasis 
on writings of psychologists who do not, to my way of thinking, repre- 


sent the main trends in the best 

What is psychology? It is many 
things and reflects many inter- 
pretations and many theories. 
Some of the theorists are anti- 
Christian and others violently 
reject fundamental religious ten- 
ets. 

The great Sigmund Freud, who 
made all of us so vitally con- 
cerned with human nature, was, 
I believe, off base in his com- 
ments on religion. Perhaps his 
scientific judgments were cor- 
rupted by a lack of real under- 
standing of what religion is. 
Ernst Jones says that Freud 
“grew up devoid of any belief in 
a God or immortality and does 
not appear ever to have felt any 
need for it."’ 

But most of the men who have 
given us understandings and in- 
sights into psychology do not, I 
feel, .represent the position of 
Freud. Indeed, many of them are 
professing Christians. Religious 
groups have associations of psy-. 
chologists within their member- 
ships and thousands of Christian 
pastors subscribe to book clubs 
which distribute publications in 
the field of the psychology of re- 
ligion. Why is this so? Because 
of the common goals of religion 
at its best and psychology at its 
best. 

The central concern of psycho- 
logy is the observation and de 
scription of human activities and

of modern psychological thinking. 


behavior. It emphasizes such 
things as the developmegt and 
growth in the individual and the 
group, the motivations of human 
conduct and the emotions which 
are characteristic of man. It is a 
tool by which, through the use of 
scientific disciplines, we gain 
fuller understanding of ourselves, 
of others and of human life. 

At face value it would seem that 
religion and psychology are con- 
cerned with the same things. I 
believe they are. The approach of 
faith is different from the ap- 
proaches of psychology, yet the 
one gives a fuller understanding 
of the other and each in a way 
supplements and explains the oth- 
er. 

The best way by which men of 
good will in religion and psychol- 
Ogy May come to a place of mu- 
tual understanding is by discov- 
ering what common goals they 
share and not by rehearsing all 
of their differences. 


These are the common goals 
I find to be important: First, both 
religion and psychology are con- 
cerned with man’s better under- 
standing of himself. Second, both 
are concerned with the wholeness 
of a man’s life. Third, both are 
interested in the transformation 
of a man's life. 

Tomorrow, I wish to discuss a 
little more these three points.

A bill limiting the pay of the Clayton County ordi- 


nary to a straight salary 


was among the first two 


Metropolitan Atlanta bills Monday to pass the Georgia 
House in the current General Assembly session. 


Iso passed by the House 
among 24 measures was another 
Clayton County bill which allows 
a stenographer to be present dur- 
ing county grand jury sessions to 
take down testimony for the so- 
licitor general's use. 


The first bill sets the salary 
of the ordinary at $6,250 per year 
and prohibits him from using for 
salary purposes any fees which he 
collects either as ordinary or as 
traffic court judge. These fees are 
declared to be the property of 
the county. 


PROTEST FROM DEKALB 


As the Clayton bills passed, 21 
Metropolitan Atlanta measures 
were introduced or tossed into 
House and Senate hoppers. They 
included one new bill from Clay- 
ton, four from the DeKalb dele- 
gation, 18 from the Fulton dele 
gation and one by a Cobb legis- 
lator. 


The raft of bills introduced by 
the Fulton delegation brought a 
protest from DeKalb legislators 
that they had not been consulted 
before bills affecting the City of 
Atlanta were introduced. 


Rep. James A. Mackay, speak- 
ing for the DeKalb delegation, 
said DeKalb legislators had 
“been accustomed to being ad- 
vised of bills amending the At- 
lanta charter before they were 
introduced.” He said the delega- 
tion has not been consulted by 
Fulton legislators on any Atlanta 
bills thus far. 

ASKS ACTION HELD UP 

\s a member of the House Lo- 
cal Affairs Committee, to which 
ail the Fulton bills were referred, 
Mackay said he had requested 
Rep. Joe Underwood, committee 
chairman, to hold up action on 
any Atlanta bills until DeKalb 
legislators’ names are on them 
and until affected governments 
have had a chance to study them. 


Mackay also emphatically said 
the DeKalb delegation would 
abide by a request from the At- 
Janta Board of Aldermen that the 
delegation not pass any Atlanta 
bills until the aldermanic body 
has a chance to study them.

dairy farmers, said they were in 
accord on the amendment. 


While milk producers and milk 


distributors assembled in groups 
around the Capitol corridors to 
discuss the effect of the bill on 


the milk business, its effect on 
political careers brought some 
action behind the scenes. 


Lt. Gov. Garland Byrd, presid- 
ing officer of the Senate, unex- 
pectedly called a compromise 
meeting on the House bill in his 
office. 


He explained it thus: “I heard 
that people who were pushing the 
bill in the House were going to 
try to get it killed in the Senate 
and say that I was feuding with 
Phil Campbell. (Commissioner of 
Agriculture.) I called Phil and 
we went to the Governor. The 
Governor said for us to get to 
gether with both sides and see if 
we could work out a bill that 
suited them all. That’s why I 
asked leadership in the House and 
leadership in the Senate, as well 
as the Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture to get together and let’s see 
if we could reach some area of 
agreement.” 


The lieutenant-governor said he 
would ‘‘use my influence to get 
through the Senate any milk bill, 
regardless of. whatever version it 
is, that is passed in the House.’’ 


OPPOSES BOARD 


Commissioner Campbell also 
said he would agree to the bill, if 
it is amended, but would oppose 
any effort to place an appointive 
board over him. The present 
board is appointed by the Gov- 
ernor. He vetoed the suggestion 


that he serve as chairman of the 
board.

Officials are not willing to go 
on record as saying the bill is a 
segregation-saving device for fear 
their remarks will be cited in 
court tests.

The bill would require the su- 
pervisor of purchases to keep 
complete lists of qualified firms 
desiring to do business with the 
state and to let interested firms 
know 10 days in advance of bid- 
openings.

It further provides that only 
firms which have been in busi- 
ness for at least a year may 
compete for state business. _ .. 


The truck bill, which in similar 
forms has stirred fights in the 
past, passed Monday with only 
one dissenting vote. 


Rep. Guy Rutland of DeKalb 
explained that the 50-foot limita- 
tion is the same as those adopted 
in most other states. 


“Some people call it a truck 
bill. I call it an agriculture and 
industry bill for Georgia,” Rut- 
land declared.

Rutland said he understood some 
industries had hesitated to move 
to Georgia because of the truck- 
length limitation.

Rupp’s 29th Winner 


Baron Adolph Rupp, author, Jecturer, president of 
the Kentucky Hereford Association and .the world’s 
most successful coach (599-104), was talking about his 
favorite topic—Kentucky basketball. 


Never tongue-tied on any subject, Rupp has plenty to discuss this 
year, as usual. A green squad of sophomores, expected to finish 
no higher than second in the Southeastern Conference derby, was 
bringing a 14-1 record into the battle 
with Tech. Thus, the Baron is already 
assured of his 29th straight winning 
season. 


It was a few hours before the 
game, and a fellow mentioned that he 
had been downright startled by the suc- 
cess achieved by the Wildcat rookies. 


‘Well, you should be surprised,” 
Rupp said. ‘I’m quite surprised my- 
self. We're a year ahead of schedule. 
That's just about it.”’ 


Johnny Cox, of course, is an 
All-America candidate, a proven 
performer and the wheelhorse of 
this edition. Rupp was asked to 
name some of the young stars. 


“There are none,”’ Rupp replied. 
“‘We have several good boys. Bennie 
Coffman won the Maryland game for 
us. First one, then another has stood 
out. We have more depth than usual, and these boys have hustled. 


“The game they played against St. Louis would beat most 
teams,’ Rupp continued. ‘We're going to knock off some top teams, 
and we'll lose some.”’

Some critics around the league have suggested that, despite the 
glowing record, Kentucky doesn’t belong atop the national ratings. 
In fact, one veteran coach bluntly states that Kentucky doesn’t 
belong in the top ten. 


‘Well, I don’t know about all of that,” Rupp said. ‘‘We still have 
nine conference games to play, and it’s too early to say about the 
team. But, I like our record.”’ 


At the recent SEC meeting in Baton Rouge, Commissioner 
Bernie Moore had suggested a preseason tournament. Rupp, of 
course, dislikes a postseason tournament almost as much as he does 
defeat. What about a 12-team tourney in December? 


‘That's a silly idea,’’ Rupp said, ‘“‘but I have something you can 
work up. In fact, you can propose it. I believe I mentioned it to you 
last year. 


‘“‘Why don’t you get the SEC to have a foothall tournament. 
Let all 12 teams compete and play the finals in the Sugar Bowl. 
They should do something for the basketball coaches, so they 
could invite all of us down there as guests of the conference with 
all expenses paid. 


‘“‘Now, that’s a much better idea than having another basketball 
tournament,”” Rupp said and chuckled at his idea. ‘‘It would be 
something new. No conference has a football tournament.” 


Rupp is pleased over the avalanche of basketball sturies you 
now find in papers around the SEC. He says it’s encouraging to 
note that we're learning a field goal doesn’t count three points the 
year round. 


—Atlanta Was Crossroad to NCAA Crown 


The Baron was asked to appraise the SEC race. 


“T said before the season started that Auburn and Miss. State 
were the teams to watch,”’ he said, ‘“‘and that’s what I still say. 
Auburn deserves its rating on strength; Miss. State on schedule. 


“Now, tell me who Miss. State played early in the season? 
Rupp asked. “They played Arkansas State and folks like that. 
I can't bring those kind of teams to Lexington.” 


The duel with Tech was on tap when this conversation took 
place, but Rupp spoke highly of the Jackets. He remembered the 
19-point licking Tech administered the Wildcats last season, the 
close tussle in Lexington this month. Like most Tech foes, Rupp 
has been impressed by Dave Denton, Terry Randall and Bud 
Blemker. 


The lop-sided licking Kentucky absorbed here last season 
was the turning point for the team which eventually won the 
NCAA crown. After a 10-day layoff, the Wildcats didn’t do any- 
thing right against the Jackets. Two nights later they licked 
Georgia, but the victory was unexciting. 


Kentucky blunders had kept Rupp bouncing around the bench 
for two nights. Strolling to the dressing room with Harry Lan- 
caster, Kentucky assistant coach, I remarked that Coach Rupp had 
better slow down, or he'd have another heart attack.

“And leave me with this team,” Lancas\er sald. Even the 
sting of the Tech defeat didn’t prevent Rupp from chuckling over 
Lancaster's quip. 


The Baron said a few hundred well-chosen words to the boys 
after the two games here. Kentucky bounced back, and the ‘Five 
Fiddlers’ eventually became a championship symphony orchestra 
in the NCAA meet.

later made the announcement 
at a hastily called news confer- 
ence, 


Ferrell had his suitcases packed 
and planned to leave his home in 
Greensboro, N.C., Monday for 
Lakeland, Fla., where he was to 
join other Tiger personnel and in- 
struct young baseball players. 
Instead he got word to catch a 
plane to Detroit. 


Fetzer’s announcement said 
Ferrell, who with his brother Wes 
formed one of the game’s most 
famous brother batteries, will ‘‘as- 
sume all of the duties of the gen- 
eral manager as acting executive | 
until such time as we name a 
general manager.”

Sumter Saw Lindbergh 


Make First Solo Flight 


Sumter County, in southwest Georgia, was created from Lee 
County in 1831, ranking 78th in order of creation. It was named for 
Gen. Thomas Sumter of South Carolina, a noted leader of the 
Revolution. 

Americus, an industrial center, is the home of Georgia South- 
western College, a unit of the University System, and South Georgia 
Trade and Vocational School. Charles A. Lindbergh made his first 
solo flight at Southern Field, five miles from 
Americus. Three miles north of Americus is 
Memorial Mile, decorated by local garden clubs 
as a memorial to war veterans. 

At Andersonville, in the north ‘“‘panhandle’”’ 
of the county, is a monument to Capt. Henry 
Wirz, controversial commander of the nearby 
War Between the States prison camp in Macon County that took 
its name from Andersonville. 

Sumter County has 24,300 residents (1957 estimate), ranking 
30th in population (1950 census). Americus has 12,900 residents 
(1957 estimate). Other towns in the county are Concord, Sumter, 
Leslie. De Soto, Cobb, Plains and Browns Mill. Lake Blackshear 
and the Flint River form the county’s east boundary. 

Sumter County covers 491 square miles, ranking 30th in size. 
There were 1,235 farms, averaging 224 acres, in the county in 1955. 
About 39 per cent of the farm acreage was in woodlands and 34 
per cent in croplands. Main cfops were cotton, corn, peanuts and 
small grain. Sumter County ranked second in the state in the 
sale of cattle in 1954. It was the granary of the Indians before 
the coming of white settlers.

FAR OUTSTRIPS 


Russia far outstrips U.S. powers 
in Army divisions—175 to 17; in 
submarines—600 to 110; in combat 
airplanes—20,000 to 13,000, Ander- 
son declared. By the end of 1959 
Russia will have 300 interconti- 
nental ballistic missiles ready to 
fire, compared to the United 
States’ 10 Atlas missiles, Ander- 
son said.

Q. I've read that deaths from 
tuberculosis have shrunk almost 
to zero; that polio is now large- 
lv under control.

A. Let’s put our answer rather 
bluntly, Mrs. ‘H. C. Doctors 
can't cure a cold because thev 
don't know enough. In fact, af- 
ter 30 or 40 years of research 
on this pesky ailment, they 


know very little for sure. And 
it isn’t because medical science 
is incompetent. 


1. The cold bug has qualities 
that make its study difficult. 
For one thing, chimpanzees and 
men are the only animals af- 
flicted with it Since chimps are 
too expensive, an’ humans too 
wary, to make good guinea pigs, 
laboratory scie.tists have no 
simple way to study the disease. 


2. A cold is hard to diagnose 
with accuracy. There is no lab- 
oratory test that says with pre- 
cision: “‘This person with a

The automation that has hit every industry has certainly not 
spared the poultry production business. Chickens get grown enough 
to grace your dining table without even knowing they are chickens.

back yard with a pan of feed and call, ‘‘Chick, chick, chick, here,

“The mother hen used to hatch 
off a batch of eggs in the spring and the chickens got [rying size 
along about lay-by time in late July.

Chickens aren't tough any more, and it takes just two and 
a half pounds of feed to put a pound of meat on a bird. They 
get their three-pound market weight in the nine weeks. 

They've even got beak burners at the show. Chickens tend 
to be cannibalistic, and if you blunt their beaks a bit it cuts out 
any damage they can do to each other. All told there are more 
than 200 exhibitors at the show, each with some device to take 
the back-breaking labor out of. raising chickens.

Sylvan Meyer, editor of the Gainesville Times, published right 
in the middle of the broiler industry, found some chicks to make 
pictures of.

Atlanta Traffie Deaths 
Double U.S. Average |

Robert R. Snodgrass, chairman of the traffic and) 


transportation commission, Monday called on Atlantans | 
to unite to reduce traffic deaths. 


Addressing a meeting of the 
commission, Snodgrass said the 
76 traffic deaths in Atlanta last 
year ‘“‘were approximately twice 
the national average and would 
have been between 40 and 50 if 
Atlanta’s traffic death had been 
held to the national average.”’ 


“I think we are doing a good 
job in Atlanta, but it is not good 
enough,” Snodgrass said. “I am 
not criticizing any one person or 
any branch, but I am talking 
about all of us. I am critical of 
the entire city, all organizations 
and everyone concerned with the 
problem and that is every man, 
woman and child.” 


CONTRASTS RECORDS 


Snodgrass, a member of the 
president’s committee on traffic 


safety, said he had little to “‘look | 
to with pride on Atlanta’s record | 


of traffic deaths.”” He added it 
is expected that the 1958 national 
death rate will be about 5.3 for 
each 100 million miles driven,’ 
but added Atlanta’s rate is ‘“‘away 
above that average.” 


‘‘In states where the traffic death 
rates are dropping, two factors 
stand out conclusively,’’ Snodgrass 
added. ‘“‘One !s_ strict enforce- 
ment backed by full cooperation 
of the courts. The other is sup- 
port from supporting groups and 
educational organizations.”
